IRELAND. 
Bkli'ast, Sept. 19. — There was doa- 
porate rioting .on tbe streets to-day. A 
policeman arrested two drunken men for 
tighiini;; tiio mob imraedialoly gathered 
around tho police and throaltnicd them 
with violence, and il wua with the great- 
est ditliculty that tbe prisoiiers wore ae- 
curod. As soon as tlio biiirack Juoi'h 
were clcsod behind Ihe prisoners, a fear- 
ful attack was made upon tho building, by 
the mob outside. Shnttsts i.wera torn 
down and windows smashed. There woru 
only four constabloa within tho barracks, 
rhoy lired several rocind.i, killing one 
man and wounding several liotors. It in 
aiiited that a con/iior was wounded and 
had since died in his own house. I'he 
uiub was scattered by reiiiforcmueuts of 
police. 

Later. — The mob again gathered in 
small groups when a number of priests 
tried tj persuade tho iieci|)lo to rttire to 
their homes. The disturbed dietnct is 
patrolled by military police reinforce- 
ments. 

Hiu.KAHT, Sapt. 20. — At noon a largo 
body of Qufion's Island shipyard work- 
men, all Orauf^euieii, marched through 
the slieeta on their way to and from din- 
ner 83 if to provoke a fi^ht. At C.irrick 
Hill they were attacked with v.dleys of 
atones and a dcsper.Uo li^^bt ensued, 
which is still proyi-easiiif^. M.iiiy men on 
both sides have been wounded; the policu 
are outnumbered snd powerless^ 

CALIFORNIA. 

Los Anoklks, Sept. 20. — Albert Boyn- 
tun, an English gardnner, has fur Bomo 
time past been very. abusive in. fais, treat- 
ment of his family. When he banio to 
supper t')-night ho found fault with the 
meal and became so rough taut his wife 
took her four children and went to the 
house of a neighbor named James l>. 
Kipp. BoyntoQ followed hur and tried 
to induce her to roturn. She refused to 
do so. A few moments after Boyntoo 
pushed the door open with a cooked ro 
volver in his hand, aud without u word, 
shot his wife down, she dyiug almost in- 
stantly. Mr. Kipp, aged G5, was the 
next target for the murderous pi»tjl and 
received a bullet in the ;{roiii. Ue tried 
to escape aud reached the back yard, 
where ho waa found dead, Bnyntou, in 
the iiieaiitimo, had fouud another victim 
in the person of NctMo Kipp, aj^ed Ki, a 
bullet entering her abdomen.

PATHETIC BTORY OF A [RAILWAV AOOIDENT- 
TONV B-'a SOOOP. 

It is not HO many years ago that 
Tony B — , the attache of a central 
Iowa paper, now defunct, rode out from 
a southern Iowa city, one bright morn- 
ing, perched daring^ly on the brake of a 
ilut car that was attached to a "wild 
freight" and loaded with rails. He was 
like other reporters made up of vices 
and virtues — only tho first seen hy 
the world, the latter heat known by 
his intimate fiieiui.s. Ho had been in 
newspaper work for about six years, 
was thoroughly capable, and scored 
more "scoops" than were ever recorded 
against him. This in the eyes of the 
city editor, insured his cntraiic(3 into 
[laradiso. 

To niako a .story .short, forty miles 
from il.H .starting point tho "wild 
hoigUt," with a leap of madness and a 
terrible crash, went through a bridge, 
down sixty feet, and Tony sitting oii' 
the brake beam. It was over in an in- 
stant. Such thiiigH don't wait for 
time to catch up with tlieni. When the 
conductor of tlio train (the only one 
uninjured) crawled out of the wreck, 
his eyes fell first on Tony, lying acrops 
the side of a dismantled box car, on bis 
chest a heavy rail, his legs crushed, 
dying. Beyond him lay a dead brako- 
man; the engineer was buried under 
his ni!icliin(?, and by a large bowlder, 
was the liremau with a broken back. 
Tony wafr conscious, aud when tiie con 
duotor reached hini asked for jiaper ami 
pencil. They were found in his [jock- 
ots. Cnablo to write biinsi If, he dic- 
tated tbi.s, angrily oriifiring the men 
who hail como u|i to lot him aloni;: 

"C — E—, Managing Editor Star, 
— Iowa: Train through bridge at — . 
Was on board and^aui hurt. Will 
send full particulars at once. T. B." 
■' A farmer was secured, who conveyed 
it to the neare.st station. Then this 
boy, true to his duty, and not fliucliiug 
before death, Huilbring frightful agony, 
and while willing liamla sought to re- 
lease iiiin from his position, dictated a 
"special" of iif teen hunared words to 
his paper. What be .suffered no one 
can ever know, It. was with difficulty 
that he could breathe, and every gasp 
coHt him a wrench of agony. 'But he 
held death back, down to tbe' last fe,^' 
lines. "The killed were-^"'and so on, 
ending with: the name of ^Tony B— , 
reporter." As he elided that his eyes 
filled with tears and he looked up 
wistfully to the conductor, who had 
written tho telegram for hiin, aud who 
liiinfiolf could not kee]) the tears back. 
"Tell my mother," eaid Tony, "that I 
did my duty; and boys, rush that over 
the wires for me. It's a 'scoop.' " It 
went over the wires all riglit, and it 
was a "scoop;" but before it was [irint- 
ed Tony was dead," — iSt. Paul Pio3ieer 
Prets.

A RELIO OF A PAST AUK. 

If nature Iihb plsicod it out of the pow- 
er of our esteemed morning contempor- 
ary to be aa sensible and progresHive as 

ordinary niortala, tliero would seem to bo 
no yood rciieuii why hu aliould not bo aa 
truthful. Ilia insinuation of corruption 
ugaiiiBt Uoun. Huuiber is aa conteniptiblo 
uu his attack on tho electric light com- 
mitleo; and hia further statement that 
Oolin. Higgina is reaponsible for every 
mistake that has been made is a lie as 
■wilful aa his charge that tho same coun- 
cillor gubblod up tho hl tea of tho evidence 
takon by tho iuvoatiyatiug cnminittoe and 
decliut^d to allow the Standard'a ropurtor 
a poep. If our esteemed friend waa not 
as ill-informed as be is unreliable and 
bBd-mannered he ^ould know that the 
task of car'ryihp; out the wishes of the 
mayor and council is assigned to various 
conimittoes who aro responsiblo to tho 
council for tho conduct of buainuaa in tho 
dilTuronl dopaitmeiiti thoy are appyintod 
to preside over. Theaa comniittoos re- 
port from time to time tr> the council. 
Their duties are defined, ''od any inter- 
ference of a councillor who is not a mem- 
ber of a comniittoo would be deemed an 
unwarrant iblo pioco of inipertinonco. 
Air. Lligginn, although a mombor of the 
invcatigiition conunitloo, has not now and 
DQvor had any cunnoctioii with or author- 
ity over the electric light committee or 
their work. The ooctract for the boiler 
and ongine was awarded by the previous 
mayor and council, and waa well under- 
way whun tlio piiMont mayor and coun- 
cil cauio ill. A uontleman (since dead) 
who stood high in the eattmatiou of tho 
Ottawa government had been appointed 
by the former council to prepare plana 
for the boiler and engine. The con- 
tractors were tho Albion Iron Works. 
Tho present mayor aiul council and elec- 
tric liglit conimittoo found the work be- 
gun and had it comple ted on the linos 
laid down by thsir predeccsaors. How 
ooald they — huw could any unscientific 
person — suspect in the face of eminent 
AQtbority that the boiler and engine were 
not the best thiit could be provided for 
tho purpo?o--thiit both would prove a 
failuro ( (.)iir (^xoellont, morning con- 
ten^porary says .\\\ effort is being made to 
evade roaponaibility for the fizzle by 
throwing it on the previoua council. This 
ia not true. The present mayor and coun- 
cillors are making no such effort. Facts 
■peak for themselves ; and if it is shown 
that tho present maycir and council are aa 
daop in the mud as tlio othera were in )lie 
miro, tho former will cheerfully shoulder 
their share of the respouiiibility. But the 
cause of the glee of our contemporary 
must be looked for in another quarter 
than in the engineer's room and boiler 
house of the electrio light works. The 
Standard imiiginea he detects in tho fail- 
ure of tho machinery a failuro of the elec- 
tric light itseif ! "Puir fulo !" He be- 
longs to the class of people who ridiculed 
the first steamboat, who drove Whitney 
aod hia spinning-jeuuy out of England, 
who ainaahod the first steam printing 
presa and who blow up the first cotton- 
l^in. His idea of paradiae ia Victoria as a 
fur-trading villago with a' Hudaon Bay 
Co, 'a ship making a trip once in a twelve- 
month and bringing litters and papers a 
' year old. Navigation between Victoria 
and the mainland he would have by Chi- 
nook can(ji;B and amall Bailing craft, and 
the overland and island railways which 
have jutt been completed would ratt in 
the misty gloom of tho nest half century. 
It is said that so sot is he 
against innovatiaos and improve- 
mentu that he resolutely refuses to have the 
telephone in his eatablishnftut. Ho is also 
charged with refusing to take telugrauiH, 
prelerriii^ to "crib" from his morning and 
uvf.-niiig upit^hbors to jmyiiu; for lato nowa. 
A few v,L'rl;s ago he liittorly op|>o.siHl the 
eitiiUrtiou (jf tlie walL-rworkn, ami by the 
wuiiie token in ;i litlii; while ho will be 
found dcuoiuuiiijg a iliuinngt) wystfiu as a 
btupiil waato of public- money. Tho fact Ih, 
our osteeniod coutoniporaiy belongs to a 
past era. tie would have been 
a bright and shining light in the 
old %ta^e-coaeh days. He is a relio of the 
past. He ought to have lived, breathed 
and bad hiH being and died in the tallow* 
dip period. The railway, the steamboat, 
the lelegniiih, tbo telephone and the electrio 
light uru beyond biw comprehension. 
While towns and cities evorywhern 
are adopting the new light and 
l>rouonuce it a brilliant Bucoess 
our contemporary begs the people to re- 
turn to gas — to take a long step back- 
ward because the motive power for driv- 
ing the Sporry dynamos is insufficienc. 
lie iiiiglil aa well ask tho C. 1'. Railway 
(Jo. to aiiiiiidoi] tho wt'tt-jrn Section of 
their road becauao it dooa ni t pay; or tho 
cay to tlirow afido tho rock-crualior be- 
cause it broke its jawa a month or two 
back. So far from discarding olottricity 
at an illuinina'.or, wu advocatu an exten- 
sion of tho HyHtein by tho ini|)rovoniunt of 
Ihenintivo powur and iho ioiiertion of 
nioro dynaiiiuB, so that the iiiliabitaiita of 
every part of tiiia fair town may enjoy tho 
luxury of having night turned into day. 
Enginea .ind boiiera may come and may 
go; but the elociric light is a fact that 
will roinain until something better shall 
bo found to replace it.

THE sprovue: case. 

The Judgment of Justice ileiiry 
Quashed and all Proceed- 
ings Under it. 

Tho supromo court mot this morning to 
give judgment on the Sproulo caao, tho 
particulars regarding which are well- 
known to the readers of tho Free Presa. 
All tho judges wore preaont with tho ox- 
ooptioii of Justice Gwymia. Mr. Gor- 
mully appeared for tho province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and Mr. A, F. Mclntyro 
for the prisoner. The motion before tho 
court waa to (itiaali tho writ of habeas 
corpus lUid all procoodiiiga under it. 

Chief ,1 uatico Ritchie, who gave a l)viof 
hietory of tho caso from the time of the 
commitment of the prisoner at Koi t^-nay 
to his trial nt Victoria, and the appeal of 
the case to the judge in chamoera in tho 
supreme court, held that tho judge had 
no authority, according to tho material 
before him, to grant the application for 
habeas corpus. Aa to the want of power 
on the part of the liQutouaut-governor to 
isauo a commiaaion to try the case, this 
It wag not necessary to discuss inasmuch 
as he was of opinion that tho atatnta of 
British Columbia organizing the court of 
oyer and terminor was sullicient. Tho 
court of British Colnuibia had full juris- 
diction to try tho caao within the pro- 
vince, aa it had of all other ca.sea, whctlior 
civil or criminal. The return was nei- 
ther challenged nor impugned and there- 
fore was a good one, although not signed 
by tho aheritr himaulf. Under tlioao 
grouiidu the writ hIkiuUI Iuuo hot ii re- 
fuaod. Aa to tho power of tho judge go- 
ing bohind tho record ho did not agioo, 
and no proof was give to aiibstaiit iato thia 
by the learned judge aave in the caao of 
inferior courts, which difl'ered in this re- 
spect from superior courts. He (Chief 
Juaticj Uitohie) diaauroed from tho cpin- 
ion that tlioy wire tho saino, 'I'n du- 
cliargo the priaoiior on a writ of bubeas 
corpua would b« a gro.ss abuao of 
the court. Tho practical etVeiit of a single 
judge in cbaiubora to Ihhui' a writ Mudiu- 
Hueh circuiii.staiices wan to paralyze tho ad- 
minirttratiou of justice not idoue in British 
Columbia but in all the other proviucoH of 
tbo Dominion. He entertained the higheiU 
ideas of the privileges of habeas corpuB,but 
to bo allowed as in the present ease he 
thought it would not be a blessing but 
otherwise, and therefore should have been 
rofu.sed. To grant it would bo placing tbo 
administration of juHtico in a deiilorablo 
condition throughout the Douiinioii. In bin 
opinion the motion must be allowed. 

Justice Strong agreed with the cliiiif 
justice and hold that the liioliou must be 
granted to tho fullest oxteut. 

Justice Fournior decided that tho appeal 
should be diaiuisaed, as the court bad no 
jurisdiction to review the jurisdiction of 
Justice Henry. 

Justice Houry doubted the authority of 
the chief justice for calling a special meet- 
ing of the supreme court for this case. Ho 
brietly reviewed the history of the caHo and 
hie own action in comicotiou with tbo aaiue, 
maiutaiuing that bo bad full juriKdietion to 
act as he did. Any one of the juilgoH might 
use the power to issue tho writ of habeas 
corpuH. It might have beon wrong for him 
to have done so, but it wa.'i no right of that 
court to aay ho or reverse his judgment. 
Bettor for a judge to have even some doubt 
as to hia jurisdiction and to have acted as 
he had done than that a human life should 
have been ^aori&ced through being ilh'gally 
tried. He. oontended that tho writ could 
not be dealt with dt all, much less quashed 
by that court, and that, too, ou uow subject 
matter which did not come before him. As 
to his own jurisdiction in tho case be hail 
no doubt. As to tbo eouHOqueucos whicb 
they -were told wonUl arise from any judgi' 
having such power they had nothing to do. 
It was for the legislature to amend the law 
if it was wrong; it wa.s for huu to declare 
tho law aa it stood. The ouly way to get 
rid of the order for the issuing of the writ 
by the court who made it, or any othi?r 
court, was by appeal. If that court had 
the right to quash such writs, such u right 
could not be seen by the visible eyes of or- 
dinary mortals, thereforo he held that the 
motion should be- lefused. 

.lustice Taacheroau cuutcndi'il MiaL the 
court had a perfect right, to (iiKiab the 
judgment of any one of ita juclyea, and it 
would be an evil day for Canada if any 
one of them had tho power to give judg- 
ment in chambers, fraught with such con- 
aoquonce to the country, and the (MUit to 
bo left without juriadiLi loa on tlu' aubjeel 
He therefore agreed with Chief .Justice 
Ritchie that tho court had juriadiei ion, 
and that the motion should be allowed. 

The mution was therefore allowed, and 
the writ and all proceedings under it 
quaabed. 

THE AMBRICAN OOVERNMENT TO AI'ITI.AI, 

Mr. A. F. Mclntyre, counsel for tho 

prisoner Sproiilo, .atiit,'.i that it ia likely 
that the L'nit -d Htatt-a will Hpiieal the 
above caae, which came up in ilio Su- 
preme court, to tho I'rivy council. The 
American consul, iMr. llotchkiss, roceivod 
a communication from Uecretiry Bayard 
this morning regarding the action to be 
taken in the matter. Mr. Hi tchkiaa will 
forward the full text of tho lieci.iinnH of 
tl:o judgea of the .Supreme Court to Wash 
ington. la ttio ovotit of the Canadian 
authorities not appealing the caae, then 
the prisoner's counsel will petition his Ex- 
cellency the Governor-CJoncral for a com- 
mutation of thu sentence, on the <,'rouiula 
of a diversity of opinion among ilio 
judgea, aa well as owing to the fact that tho 
Supremo Court stood two t i three in favor 
of the prisoner. The opinion generally 
prevails that the sentence will be com- 
muted for a term of imprisonment. 
Sproule was respited until the 18th inst.— 
Ottawa Sru Pratt.

CABLE NEWS. 

ENGLAND. 

LoNnov.Sept. 20.— A boat race for $1000 
11 side took place on tho Thames between 
George Buboar and Potor Kemp from Put- 
ney to Mortlake, licttiug was 21 to 20 in 
favor of Kemp. Komp got away quicker, 
soou putting a length and a half betwoen 
him and his opponent. Bubear. howover, 
pulled im even li t strokes and gradually 
drew up ou oven terms. . Near Hamiuor- 
smith Kemp again went to the front but 
Buboar made ii. grand cipurt uud Komp 
wore himself out in his endeavors to bold 
the lead. Bubear soon, passed'hiiu' and 
crossed the line the wihneir by half a length. 

In the house of commons Parnell, in 
moving the Bocoud reading of his land bill, 
said the recent elections oouToyed a man- 
date to the house of commons that it 
should show itself willing and ahlo to pro- 
vide for tbo wauts of Ireland equally as if 
it wtu'e an Irish i)arliameut. [Cheers.] It 
was useless to talk about tho latoness of the 
session. Tho houue was ouly six Vtooka old 
and a majority of tho uow membors were 
young and fresh and not overworked; thoy 
did not requira ' a holiday. A state of 
urgency existed with reference to regula- 
tiouR between landlords and tenants in Ire- 
laud. Faruoll horo explained the provision 
of his bill. Tho first clause, he said, was 
the most importaut, beoKuse it dealt with 
moat urgent subjects. It enacted that any 
statutory tenant whose rout was lixed prior 
to the lust day of tho 3'ear 1881; might apjily 
for an abatomout under tho provisions of 
the bill. The bill was to bo a temporary 
lueasuro, except tho second cliuiso, to pro- 
vide for what bo ho[ied v/ould only bo a 
toiu])orury emergency and was inteiulod ti> 
meeithodepresHion in price but h" could not 
tell uow whether tho depression was likely 
to coutinno. Tho dopioiaion commenced 
in 1885 and continues unabatv'd ever 
since. "There^re no signs of recovery," 
said Purnoll, "indeed the aigna for the 
fiiutro aro growing worse, but 1 oidy a^k 
the house to tako action with regard to 
renti falling due next November, and that 
will be in the next parliament. Until the 
houte is able to take action on 
tho report of the royal coinraia- 
siiui, we will abstain entirely 
from prejudicing tho governmont pro- 
poaala, but wo do know ainco the bulk of 
ludioial ronia baa been tixod there haa 
been a great depression in prices, The 
potato blight spread to an alarming ex- 
tent Therefore it behooves the liuuae 
to apply a temporary remedy now and 
not wait for tho myal conunisaioii re- 
port or for the govormuuut to lake action 
thereon, which will be impoaaible before 
November, 1887, supposing tho liouae 
adjourned until thu term of February. 
A simitar delay ooourred in the oonsidera' 
tion of the L^nd Act and Arrears Act of 
1882; therefore, unless tho hoiigo ao- 
codoa to iny proposal the tenants and 
landlorda will roiniiu in .ilutu (pi-u for 
years. Our opjionenta will prjbably urge 
it will ho exceodingly dithcult for a land 
court to asoertain whether tenants are 
really unable to pay rents; bat there was 
a similar difficulty to overcome in ccui- 
iiection with iho Arrears Act of 1882, and 
the court aid istiud itaolf within live months 
of tho inability of two hundred tliouaaiul 
t.uianta to [)ay t leir rates. (Clieera.) 
.Similar quickauaa and uxpodition will 
follow my bill, and the work will prob- 
ably be finished in three montlu. 1 pro- 
poae further that the tenant shall deposit 
half thu amount of this rent, leaving tho 
court to dotoriuine how much regarding 
the portion tenants shall pay and how 
much landlords ahall lose. Under tho 
arrears act the tenant deposited only one- 
third of his rental; the landlord h'siiig 
one third and the stite advancing the re- 
muining third. Tfio only pract ical did'or- 
once id that the atate ahall ii<jt be the 
loaor. In regard to the suspension of 
evictions my bill cloaely follows thu lines 
of tbQ arrears act, which act worked justly 
and satisfact jrily for all parties, Tne 
costs of ovictioiiH freipioiitly e.xceod the 
amount of the runt due. Jt is iiocoasary 
to stispend evictioiia to s.ive toiiaula ad- 
ditional coat. (Cheers.) 

After (iladatono and Parnell had apok- 
oil at longthgthe former having stutuu his 
intontion of voting for the bill ton* prin- 
ciple, though he himself would have 
framed a far diflfereiit ime, the debate was 
adjourned by a vote of 176 to OG. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Sept. 20. — The iron works at 
licrcnzid are burned; loss, $2000,000. 
Three hundred persons are now out of 
employ nieiit. 

CiERMANV. 
Mktz, Sept. 20 — Tho German crown 
prince, Frederiok William, and hts aou 
Prince William arrived here ot noon. 
Their arrival was aign illod by a salute of 
artillery, and tho ringing of bulla. Tho 
town was ducoratod in gay colors. 'J'he 
atroeta forming tho route to bo travoraod 
by tho prince wuro apaiinod by triumphal 
archca. All the local aociotioa wore ar - 
ranged ill full regalia . Tlio children of 
t!ie public sclioola, in .Sunday cIoiIich, 
assembled at the depot to bid the princes 
welcome. 

lUKLAND. 
Itiii.KA.sr, Hispt. 20. — rieinfurcements 
have boon tolograplied for by the authori- 
ties. Tho mayor liaatily summonud a 
meeting uf miigiatralua last night. A 
measure will be adopted to prevent other 
disorders . 

ITALY. 

Ro.Mn, Sept. 20. — Tho Bi.xtoonth aiini- 
vcraary of the entry of Italian troops 
inti) Rome in 1870, was celebrated to- 
day with unusual pomp and ceremony, 
owing to recent events. The procession, 
composed of the municipal authorities 
and deleg.'itus from Iho army and tho 
[)olitioal and workiiigmon'a asaociatioiia, 
accompanied by immeiiae crowda with 
bands uud banners, marched amid great 
eiithuniaam tu thu breach of Porta Pia, 
where the troops eutared thu city and du- 
posited wroaths around the spot in honor 
of the soldiers who fell in the breach.

Marshall A. Bates,; for, the past ten years 
employed aa cashier and oonfldeutial clerk 
for W. J. Cttlhugham, agent for the City of 
Loudon Fire Insurauce company (limited) 
ot Loudon, and the National Fire aud 
Marino Insurauco company of New Zca- 
laud, is a defaulter to au amount estimated 
at S-0,000. Bates' delioit appears to have 
been a matter oW no surpriso to either his 
employer or hia personal friends. They 
know of it (jver two weeks ago, aud tho 
matter Huumu to have been common talk in 
insurance circles during sevoral days past. 
Every eilbrt.howevor, was made to keep the 
affair qniet, as it was belieTed that the 
shortage would be made good aud tho youug 
man saved from ppblio exposure and cou- 
aequent disgrace. 

Bates' position as cashier gave him un- 
limited control of the reeidpts of tbo com- 
panies wiuehhis employer rei)res(mted, aud 
at various times iluring Mr. (lallingham 'a 
iibsoncu ill tho oast hi' held a power of at- 
torney under which ho acted for tho agout 
His salary was :?;!D0 por month. It would 
appear that any man could live iu very 
oomfortublo style upou such a salary. Tho 
fact that he had a wife and two children, 
and was known to be devoted to them, and 
that he did not either gamble or indulge to 
any extent in fast babits of any nature, are 
reasons why his friends find it difficult to 
believe that ho is guilty ot tho crime with 
which he if charged.

About two weeks ago Mr. Callingham 
became acipiaiiitod with the stite of af- 
faira by li.uoa' confession. Noticing aa 
uiiuaual and nervous niaunor about hi . 
chief clerk and hi;i evident pro -occupation 
when spoken ta on maitara perlaiuing to 
thu busiiiesis of the firm, Mr. Oallingham 
(juestioned him as t > the cause. Bates de- 
nied that anythiiij/ was wrong and exoua 
od himaelf on tiio ground of o headache 
and a bad cold. L.iter in the day liatea 
oiit irod lae private oltico and told his aa- 
i.oniahed employer that ho could not make 
his cash b,ilttnce, and followed this up 
with a confession that-he tras short in hia 
accounts ti an anuuint excoeding $15,000. 
The einci amoni.t ho could not state. 
Mr. Ca'.lioghani at lir t. found it hard to 
believe ili.it Muoli w.i.s t:ie caao, but, ho re- 
lievod li iie.s irom bis reapunaible duties, 
and at once began, with an expert, au ex- 
amination of the books. Bates assisted 
in this work fur two days, and then gava 
it up, as he became so nervous and wor- 
ried that ho rather impeded than assisted 
In ilio e.sumination. When Ilia books 
were ovoriiaulod it waa found that over 
.S20,OOU of moneys ccdlected forcommia- 
aiuuH had been appropriated by the ox- 
cashiv. It was not asceitiineJ how far 
back these ooUeotions had been umbezzled, 
but it is certain that Bates was not loan 
in Mr. Callingham's employ before he b«- 
gan his dishoiieat operations, 

During the examination of the books 
overtiirea for a aeltlemei.t of the trouble 
without a resort to tho law were made to 
Mr. Callingham by friends of Mr. Bater, 
WilUam H. Sears, ox-Oolloctor of the 
Port and ex-State Senator from Marin 
county, carried on these negotiations. 

Bates married a daughtar of Mr. Sears, 
and it was mainly through the latter's in- 
fluence that the matter had been so lodg 
kept (|uiot. Mr. Callingham also had a 
kindly fueling for his dishonest employ tf, 
and w.is not unwilling to do ererythin|{ 
ho could to ahield 1'. ite.i. 

Another reason for this was that thu 
publieali(Ui of Iho defalcation would in- 
jure thu uoinpanies which he repreauntod.

The time expended, and expenBes in- 
curred, are far in excess of the govern-

CIKOLOOIOAL FOUMATION. 

I find tho formation identical with that 
of Oaliforuia. ^ato prodnmiiiatoa, with 
belts uf limestono, porphyry, granite, and 
perhaps syenite;, with stratification tend- 
ing north and aoath, with variationa 
nurth-weat and south-east, showing a

While a large amount was done, and 
money expended during the ysara 1878-9 
but llttlu has been done towards develop- 
ing tl>B veins. But two shafts have 
been sunk to a depth of 100 feet 
each, and several others fifty feet deep; 
while eevoral tnnnolshavs been run in on 
the voina, at a depth of from twenty to 
eighty fact from the surface; yet suflicienl 
can bo seen to come to tho conclusion 
that many true lisauro veins traversu the 
country; v/hilo oven oontiot veins will, in 
my judgmaiit, bo diaoavered, as already 
evideucod. All veina proapeoted will not 
prove to ba permaaent, and paying veina; 
in faot, some of the prospects will prove, 
us in all countries, to be spurs or feeders, 
to a true vein; or, thay may bo slipa, 
slidwa, or broken and dettched pieces 
from true veins. In some oaaes, thay 
may bo so eiici uraging to the proapecl ir 
that: much timu aud money may bo ex- 
pended on them before the faot ia made 
plain that there ia no vein, but only a 
feeder or detached mass. 

To avoid such unhappy exporionce, aa 
far as pojiible, I will luggosc a possible, 
or partial remedy further oq. (Seo 
Mineral Survey.) Most pf 'the njines 
that havo boen prospected to any extent 
have a northwost and southeast trend ; 
dipping towards the northeast. 

While other veins deviatj aomowhat 
from that course, they also ahuw woU- 
dufined wdid and abuudanQe,. ..qf -igre,. 
notably the Island Mount»in-inines.%'* ' , 
Broaka, or .slips, have oooarred on tho 
veins on Island Monntai^i, a.i on othor 
vtiiiia; but, so far as my examination ex- 
tended, I think I am safe in saying that 
ihoso slipa, and faults, as iu other yeins, 
do nut extend to any great dopth. The 
veina I have examined run from four and 
and a half to twenty feet in width; while 
in some caaes it is fair to presume that 
they aro much wider than they seem; as, 
ill soaie veins, so far developed, one wall 
ia of a loose and broken nature, and may 
bo only a stratum nf alate iiitorlined or 
separating one portion of the vein from 
another. In other words, a mine ti all 
appeurances carrying a vein of four and a 
half feet may, in reality, be a vein ten or 
more feet in width. 

OOITRSB OP VBINB COOTARED WITH PLAOKB 

DIOOINOa. 

In my topograi)icHl exaniinatinn of the 
country, I oould not help observing that, 
without exception, your extremely rich 
placers lay immediately below the quartz 
veina ; as, for instance, if we start at the 
Lord DuU'erin olaim end follow the orop- 
pings passing the old Proserpine, now 
called tho California, and, ountinuini! 
along tlia vein in a north-woat oourae ynu 
will lind, immediately below, or at the 
base of the mountain to our left, runs 
Williams creek, which has yielded many 
milliuna of gold, much of it exlremoly 
coarse, intermingled with quartz ; while, 
to our right, at the base of the same 
mountain ruoa Conklin Oiiloh, which 
also yielded largo qiiaiititics of gold, ua, 
iiileod, both placoj are yet doing. 

Continuing along the course of tho vein 
and cri'Saing Williams creek at tho c.ihon 
until tliB summit going t ivvards L iwhou 
is reached, we find Stout'a gulch lying to 
the left and below thcj vein. All know 
how ejtroiuely rich that gulch has boon, 
while it in, oven now, boing hydrauliccd 
far up tho mountain aide towards the 
vein. Following the vein over the sum- 
mit dividing Stout's gulch from Lowheo 
creek, wo find the latter has been rish ; 
and within a very few days samplea ef 
heavy gold havo been pounded out of 
quartz found while eluifling. 

In tho vicinity of tho Pnikeitju clnima 
the vein orosses Lowhee oreek and pierces 
the moaatain oantiauing. towarda the 
Jiick of Olubs' lake, taking in the Enter- 
prieo, now called the "Senator Joiioa," 
and oitenaion "Governor Perkins." 

The vein, extondrng up, and through 
the mountain no doubt supplied Lowheo 
oreek with the coarse gold mentioned 
above; and na the vein crosses through 
themnunlain, I ho gold found on the bauka 
of tho laku porhupa came from tho same 
Bourcii . 

I think I sh:ill warn ventiiresnmo apirita 
from attumpting to pump tho lake out in 
their anxiety to find gold. 

Ill continuing my survey, I find no 
source from wbioh tho rich diggings of 
Moiqaito Oreek derived their gold except 
from the large, well-defined, and contin- 
uous vein, and cross-veiua passing through 
Inland Mountain. Returning ro tho 
"Lord Dufferin" I waa not aurprisod to 
tind that Qruuse Creek oould not poaiibly 
have receivod its bounteous aupply of gold 
from any olhor aouroo than from tho Bon- 
anza vein whuro it crosses Grouse Creek 
aa it paaaes from tho Ualifiirnia claim and 
contiiiuen tluMiigli the "Lord Duih'rin" 
ground t jwarila Antler Creek; and surely 
uo onu will quostioii the source whence 
that oreek derived its (vgld when not a dol- 
lar ia being minod above where the vein 
oroBBca o ther Grouse or Antler Crook i. 

I lind it iinposaible to embrace thu 
"Burns Mountain ' iu thia reput^ but 



from observation and information ob- 
tained from P, C, Duulevy, of Soda 
crook — a disintaraatod peraon, I think, 
I am led ti think that the "Burna Moun- 
tain" vbiiia supplied tho niillious mined 
from Lightning Creek, no gold being 
found above a point where Mr. Dunlevy 
supposed the veins crossed the crook. 

Whilo I may aoeni to have boon aomo- 
what exliuustivu in my report onthe above 
veins, 1 will say I have been ahowti aam- 
ples of oro, from what, at present, may be 
termed outsido veins, notably tlio "Stead- 
man," "Sargeant Lindsay," and othor 
veiDaJ-reaohing as far away as Sugar 
Oreek; an'd ' they, without exception, 
show well-defined walla, and invariably 
prospect well in gold. Those on Sugar 
Crook, however, carry a higher percentage 
of ailver t'lan gold, and beyond doubt, 
many voina i^yiht not yot dis- 
covered. Tha country ia thickly 
covered with weeds and moaa which 
makes prospecting or following 
'veins somewhat difllonlt; but tho day ia not 
fur diats^Qt, ia 'my Jodgmeut, when many 
prospectors will be found buaily engaged in 
luieovoring good paying veina. Soma will 
meet with suoudsh, whilo tho dreams of 
■wealth of others will unhapjiily never bo 
realized. Buch is too often tho fate of tho 
prospector, which can, in a measuro, bo 
palliated by the govornniout, as I will ex- 
plain further ou. (Sue Mineral Survey.) 

I must not iiegli^ot to aceouut for siqi- 
2>osed veins carrying free gold, inHamooaaos 
lying higher up the mountains than the 
true veins which havo but little free gold; 
notably one which was discovered high up 
—ia faot, on the suoimit of the mountain 
above the B. O, mines. 

During the glacial period all was ohaos; 
the irresiatible force did not always choose 
its course and destroy tho top of veins aud 
carry thcni down to creeks liolow; on the 
contrary, portions of a vriu wore ia some 
cuHeH (It'tachod and carried iiiauy niilos and 
landed ou some ni<uintain top hniuirmlH of | 
feet higher than ita ori|,'iiial b'jd, i 
ouse nioutioned; iiir-.tcnd of 
groinul aud oniiubii d sutlioiontl y 
I'luo to admit of lit-ing gradually 
washed to the creeks below, it was carried 
in an unbroken mass and deposited on the 
top of the mountain, as is often seen in the 
caao of a jam or drift of timber in a awolleu 
Htroain, where trees may be seen piled up 
many feot, and beyond the lino of the jam. 
In Huch oases the ulenieiits have but little 
ollect ou the supiMHod vein, audit liea there 
uudistnrbed, while thousu'-da of toua brok- 
en and ground fine have at the same time 
been washed to the creeks below. '

I tind IhoMC iiitort'slod iu the develop- 
luoiit of tho qiiartz vi iiia soiaesvhat sur- 
priaod to learn that a gold ijuartz voiu, 
found to be a poying one, ahould not con- 
' tiuuu paying to an indfiiuite depth anddia- 
lunce. In starling u tunnol, for instance, 
on a vein, the minor niiy have a voiu thai 
will pay a handsome protit abovo mining 
and milling Expenses: that body of (luiiriz 
may continue 'for twenty or perhaps five 
hundred feet; or the nliiier may, after 
drifting on thu vein I wenty or thirty feot, 
find ho has come upon quartz that will 
not yiold him ono dollar per ton. I shall 
not advise him what to do in such a case, 
bub will say that, in California, if hia 
walla ooDtinued perfect tho miner would 
continue bravely on with hia drift, tostr 
ing his oro daily, and the chances are 
utrongly in hia favor of again drifting 
into a pay chtita which may contuiue 
hundreds of feit, and yield richer oro 
than ho had hoped for. Tho aamo thinir 
can be said of uiuking ahafia. The miner 
may start a shaft i.t incline on his vein 
aud, aa liu sinks, to hia chagrin he linda, 
whilo hiB iiuarl?; contiuuea abundant, that 
only that portion covering half hia shaft 
Bhowa gold, and as depth ia attained his 
'pay^re has disappeared entirely. And 
now, if ho will slop and reaaon ho will 
(iliacover that ho ha.s sunk through his 
pay cliuto, and tiu will either return t ) 
tha point where he lo.st it and follow it, 
or continue hia abaft as deep aa he 
chuusoa, and then drift towards the course 
to which it dipped when ho lost it. 

I will inatanoe the old Eureka mine of 
Grass Valley, California. 

A largo amount of gold was tiken from 
their pay-chut J, which gradually dipped 
towards and tu I'lo Idaho cltdin, the 
owuera of which claim then t )oU posaos- 
sion, and it hua produeiid millions; whilo 
Lhey, iu their turn must, according to 
iate advicea, soon yield up the rich ohutj 
to tho O'waerB oi the adjoining ground. 

7REB GOLD AKI> SULPUURKT VBINS. 

I have been nskod for on expla'aation 
why moat of tho gold (juanz veins of 
flalifornia were free-milling on the sur- 
face, and why aomo of them continue ao, 
while tha veins of this district show 
mainly sulphurot ore I 

I do not know that any sciontifio men 
have given a poaitive reason why such is 
the case, thus leaving me free to oipress 
my opinion ou tho subject, perhaps 
thereby drawing from a more scientific or 
practical engineer a better reason than I 
can give. 

Lying so much Further north than 

California, your country was that much 
inoro auhject to the t errible effocta of tho 
glaciers which undoubtedly swept over 
this country in their course southward. 
Scientific men point out their eii'oota in 
California, and why not I point out their 
offeota heret 

I am of the opinion that your veins 
hero, at preaoiit, would have been work- 
ed hiindrod.-i of fnut deep had thoy been 
at t ickod buforo I 'lo glaci.il period, and 
worked lo tlioir pruient croppings ; in 
other words, I think tho veins wore, ori- 
ginally, frtju-tailling, and that the ori- 
ginal crai)ping8 stood hundreds of feot 
higher than tho present level, and that 
the glaciora wlili their accompanying 
maaaea of rock, owouping with wild anil 
irresiatiblo freedom, whirling and grind - 
ing through tliE country, have done for 
thia country what stamp mills have to a 
great extent, done for California mines. 

I conclude tha', with that powerful 
agency, tho mountain tops including the 
gold blearing veina were broken and 
ground d.>wn to the present level. Tho 
peukod aoow capped range lyinir to thu 
north-oast and plainly in sight from the 
Proserpine mountain, helps to bear mo 
out in my theory, it being I take for 
granted a hard rocky range, perhaps gran- 
ito, and iniuih higher than the gold bear- 
ing range, withatood the t-rrible charge 
from tho far north much better than this 
range of mount lina; yot even it has boon 
battered Bgainst by some powerful agen- 
cy, until its rocky spires reach, neodlo- 
liko, far u() into tho clouds. If I am cor- 
rect in my theory, wo have accounted 
for the rich deposit of coarao gold intor- 
luiiigled with quartz found in tho old and 
original bottoms of the crooks of the dis- 
trict, and while there is a difi'orenco of 
opiuiotii as to whether more aulpburota 
were found in the old or tho top channel, 
I find, from most reliable sources that 
more were found in the. top or present 
channel and sidu hills than in tho deep 
drifting claims except in exceptional 
cuaos, That helps to bear mo out in my 
theory that the tops of tho voina were 
froii-tnilliiig, Ihut the glaciera ground and 
broke off tlia tops of the veins, deposited 
(lii)in in t liu creekd below with the gidd in 
n rough and comparatively unwaahed 
State, much of it being iiubudded iu 



quartz. The depoait was then covered 
with the great wash from the mountains 
aides, the gold booking tho bottom, tho 
loam %nd soil fioating tu the meadows be- 
low, leaving tho clay to forni^a new bot- 
tom for the crooks and benches aud over- 
lying tho uxtremoly rich deposits since 
drifted out. When the great niiulslrom 
had ceased to whirl and grind, and tho 
work of nature wont quietly on, then tho 
melting snows of winter and the sumniur 
raina continued the uiiBniahed work of 
tho glaciers by gradually waahing the 
gold from the aides of the mountains, to- 
gether with the deooraposing .aulphureta 
which the glaciers had reuohed and brok- 
en from the veins. 

The gold found in tho preaont creok 
bottom on the clay, and that also found 
in tho higher workings of the hydraulic 
being, lis a rule, inuch liner than thai; 
gathered from thu old channel under tho 
olay, made finei^ no doubt,' from ita alow 
travelling down the mountain side. Of 
ooureo, many large pieces are now found 
where thoy became lodged in the rocks or 
ravines during tho glacial period. 

The aamo elfeot, 1 think, waa produced 
in California, but tho oauae being less 
violent and the mountains not being so 
high, the veins were not broken and worn 
down to dopth enough to reach the aul- 
phurota, except in some inatuncas. 

Why aomo veina in C:ilifornia continue 
to yield froe-milling oro to a great depth, 
while, so far, no lo of any note havo ooen 
found hem will be, in my judgment, aa 
hard to esplain aa, why, in some of the 
Oomatock mines the ore yields largely in 
gold with silver, while in mines on the 
same vein. and not fur distant the per 
oentaije of gold is small. 

I will cite some ot tho HiUt-r minu.s of 
Mexico, notably thorio ou the pcniuHuIa lifty 
luiloa inland from the city of La l^az. 

Ou aomo of tlio veins thu Hurface has 
been worked to a depth varying from ten to 
iu the j one hundred feet fur tho pnrpo.su of getting 
being j the docile or ao-eulled "patia" ore (an ore 
that is free milling and worked by an ar- 
astra), but at the above named depth bafio

EBDUCTION or IlEBKLLlOl'S OKK.S. 

Although I consider tho reduction of 
your ores the only real matter at issue, I 
shall not dwell long on it : as the history 
of gold-quartz mining and milling haa been 
reduced to u ecionce in California, and it 
well known by all metalliirgiata, and as 
such men must be employed, it is nut es- 
sential that I should go into details. 

Ifour gold-quartz is known as sulpburet 
ore, that ia, from ten to seventy-five per 
cent of the gold they contain is locked up 
in Bulphurece. 

I will state that the only prooofs ao far 
found practicable by which thoy can bo 
reduced, is t > wet-cru.di tho oro as it 
comes from the mine; most of tho free- 
gold is aaved passing ovor the silver 
platsa in, and outside of the battery. The 
pulp then passes over one of thf. aevoral 
good concentrators, or vanners, now in 
uae. The concentrator aavoa from seven- 
ty to ninety per cent of the valuable sul- 
phureta, fine gold, and amalgam that 
oicapo tho plates whilo tho gangue pasaes 

Tho ooncontrations thus saved then 
pais iiit ) akillcd hands, and are desul- 
phurized and chlurodized' when the gold 
it readily obtained. 

Where the ore ia rich in aulphurets an 
advantage is gained in the crushing capa- 
city of the mills, an, in milling oro for 
free-gold a wire screen of from forty-live 
to fifty meshes to tha square inch is gen- 
erally used, which allowa a cruahing cap- 
acity of about two t ma per stamp of eight 
hundred pounds every twenty-four hours, 
while in crushing orea rich in aulphurets 
a screen cunt lining about thirty meshoa 
to tho aquare inch is used, which gives tho 
stamps a much greater cruahing capacity. 

Such ores aro nrit crushed so fine as 
free-milling ore, as tho aulphurota are 
easily reduced in the battery, and if a 
screen of from f.irty lo lifty ia used, tho 
aulphurota should boroducod loan almost 
impalpable pulp, and much would pass 
the concentrator aa hIuiii. 

Trials of tho beat coiicontralor.H failed 
recently to prevent a lusa being sustained 
in working the silver ores of the Oom- 
stook vein as the chlorides passed oflf aa 
slum. * 

Mills of twenty or more stamps would, 
no doubt, eract thuir own chlorination 
works, and thoy could always bo em- 
ployed tu roduco the oonoontrations of 
su^aller mills, and tho iikilled labor would 
always find useful employment about thu 
mill when not so employed. 

Wood boing abundaid. the ores can bo 
handled cheaply. 

1 may make aomowhiit plainer the pro- 
oo«a of reducing ymir ores by cblorina- 
tioii. 

After tho suiphurot^ are oarefully 
concentrated they are roaate^ untihthey 
aro thoroughly desulphurized. 

Through tho agency of chlorino gas 
pel- chloride of gold is then produced. 
iSulphuric acid, per-oxido of inangi'.neHo 
and oonrinon salt, aro the agontu by which 
the chlorino gas ia produced. Pure water 
then diaaolvfs tho per-chhfride of gold, 
whioh ia readily precipitated into a powder 
or flour-gold by the aid of sulphate of 
iron.
